Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose a process as called for in claims 1 and 13 for selectively diolefins and 
acetylenes in an olefin plant feed stream. The closest art of record McCue et al (5,414,170) 
disclose a process of selective hydrogenation of acetylenes in an olefin feed. However, McCue 
does not disclose that (1) diolefins are also hydrogenated with acetylenes, (2) a gas phase 
selective hydrogenation and (3) the recycle of the separated liquid stream to the mixed phase 
hydrogenation zone.
